The sheep interest in Kansas is show- 


ing a wonderful growth. Iu 1879 the 
total clip was slightly over 1,000,000 
pounds, and iu 1881, 5,000,000 pounds; 
white the number of she'op in the State 
has increased 200 per cent, in two years. 
The entire western part of tho State is 
well adapted to this branch of business, 
and will doubtless become populous 
with breeders of sheep and other stock. 
'The plains of Western Kansas, which ft 
law years ago were regarded as vast 
tracts of waste, are described by cor- 
respondents as having proved the fmesc 
pasture grounds on the American conti- 
nent, and no class of workers in the 
West have received better returns for 
/their investments and their labor than 
the stockmen of that region. South', 
central and southwestern Kansas have 
been particularly adapted to this indus- 
try. 
During the past year a great many 


sheep were brought from Colorado, Now 
Mexico, and even so far as from 
Cali- 


fornia, into Kansas, while the importa- 
tion of the fine merinos, southdown nud 
other choice breeds from the Eastern 
States was1 very large. 
Many capital- 


ists have been investing in n flock of 
sheep, aud sending them out to the Ar- 
kansas Valley, to place on bhares with 
an experienced sheep man. Some of 
.them made a clean forty per cent, on 
such investments last season.

Communder. 


Tour as 


When General Sherman starts upon 


his last tour as Commander of the Army, 
he will not take ladies with him as he 
has invariably done hitherto, for the 
proposed trip will be altogether too 
rough a one for ladies.

Or. Gibbons, Jr., lectures Upon »toe 
Proper Treatment at Babies. 


Dr. Henry Gibbons, Jr., lectured last 


Friday evening before the San Francisco 
Cooper Medical Institute upon the rear- 
ing of infants.^ The doctor presented 
some statistics including the one of the 
1,500,000 births in the United States 
annually, 150,000 dia. within a month, 
nud 300,000 before the year is complet- 
ed. This he'avy mortality among in- 
fants he credited largely to the want of 
proper food or injudicious feeding. The 
natural food for an infant is its mother's 
milk, and no adequate substitute has 
yet been found. The child thrives bet- 
ter on the milk of its own mother, all 
things being equal. 
Statistics show 


that of 100 infants fed on the milk of 
their own mothers but 12 died, while of 
100 nursed by others 39 died. 
In 


foundling asylums, where artificial food 
is used, the mortality is very high. So 
essential is a mother's milk that in one 
foundling hospital in London children 
are only admitted on the guaranty that 
the mother shall also remain for at 
least six months and nurse her infant. 
Where the mother is able to furnish 
only a part of the milk requisite to sus- 
tain the child she should furnish tnat 
part, for the child will thrive much 
better. 


COMMON SENSE VS. ADVICE. 


The lecturer heartily wished that 


more common seuse was used in the 
nursing and treatment of babies, and 
less reliance placed upon the advice so 
freely given mothers from all sides. II 
should be remembered that the infant is 
of the same organization as ourselves, 
and subject to the same accidents. 
II 


was a mistaken idea that the infant 
should be immediately fed after birth. 
It should be remembered that the chile! 
has been nourished up to the time of its 
birth by the mother, and is consequent- 
ly in no immediate need ot food. 
I 


should be carefully watched ajulallo wo i 
to rest quietly and sleep fort few hour* 
before food ib given. Nursing is too 
frequently permitted.

THE MILK OP A COW 


Is the best artificial food for infants. 
The speaker did not think it neces»ary 
that u child should have the milk of 
one cow, but believed that mixed milk 
was equally as good. He himself would 
prefer the milk of a dozen cows allowed 
to roatn in the fresh air and graze upon 
the graeii grass to the milk of one cow 
stabled lu the city and fed on artificial 
food. 
The milk of the former con- 


tained niue per cent more solids. The 
only objection to mixed milk was the 
danger that some one of tho cows 
would have some complaint of 
the 


tnouth or hoof that wouli affect her 
milk and permeate the whole mixture. 
The lecturer also discussed the artificial 
foods for infants—barley and oatmeal 
water with milk, condensed milk, asses', 
mares' and goats' milk, the latter being 
very superior, and extensively used in 
Ireland, where a prominent authority 
recommended that the child be nursed 
directly from the animal. 
Aa to wean- 


ing children, no arbitrary rule could be 
fixed, authorities differing between the 
time of eight nnd twelve months. As 
early as eight, tnonthH vegetable and 
ripe fruit may be given Jo the child; in 
fact, the speaker recommended that the 
child be given coarse plain food as soon 
as able to assimilate and digest it.

thorne, Esmoralda county : 


General Dimensions :—The building 


shall be 46x75 feet, of wood; first story 
to be 14 feet between floor and ceiling; 
second Btpry to be 16 feet between floor 
and ceiling. 


Foundation :—The foundation shall 


bo sunk at least 3 feet deep, or to hard 
pan, and extend 2% feet above the 
ground; to be built of stone laid in mor- 
tar and 2 feet wide. The foundations 
under porches shall be 
sunk deep 


enough to secure good footing and be 
at least one foot thick of stone; piers 
through center of building shall be not 
more than 8 feet apart and conform in 
all respects to main foundation. 


Sills :—The sills shall be of Gsii inch 


timbers halved or morticed together at 
corners with two extra lines of Bills 
through centers for support of joioe. 


"Walls :—There shall be eight posts 


on each side and six on each end run- 
ning full bight of building and framed 
into a plate on top; posts and plates to 
be of 6x6 timbers; there shall be a liuo 
of girts framed into posts with two 
braces in eaoh girt, for support of 
second floor; girts to be of 6iG timbers; 
tho walls between posts to be stucldei 
with 2xG timbers 18 inches from .cento 
to center. 


Joices :—The lower joioo to be o 


2x12 plank 2 feet apart from centers 
well spiked to sills and studs, and to be 
braced with one row of bridging securely 
nailed between each permanent bearing 
upper joice to be of 2x16 inch plank 
well spiked to girts and studs, 18 inches 
from center to center.

ut least 18 inches and finished with 
suitable bud and crown mouldings and 
bruoketK, placed not more than 
2 feet 


from each other. 


Frames :—All frames outside to be 


1?£ inch jams and 1 inch casings 6 
inches wide capped and moulded as per 
plan.

porches, one in front and one on each 
side, 9x14 feet, and above each porch a 
balcony supported by two columns to 
each; balconies to be finished with same 
style ol cornice as main building, ex- 
cept brackets, and enclosed on top with 
railing and turned balusters.

gable 3 feet in diameter. 


Jail Windows:—Four windows in jail 


2 feet square protected with sash anc 
grates; the grates to be of 1 inch stee 
bars 2 inches from centers, fastened iu 
plates top and bottom. 


Casings:—All inside casings to be 6 


inches wide and finished with n 3 inch 
baud moulding. 


Stairs:—The inside main stairway to 


be made C feet wide, 12 inches tread, 
with rubber protection, and 7 inches 
rise with -windows, and of 1% inch lum- 
ber; bottom of stairs to be enclosed 'and 
stairway protected by hand rail of wal- 
nut on top; outside stairways leading to 
side balconies to be coiled underneath, 
and protected by hand rails and banis- 
ters; to be 4 feet wide and correspond 
in tread and rise wilh main stairway. 


Closets:—There shall be a closet for 


storing jury bedding under stairway 
leading to belfry; patent water closets in 
jury room and jail connecting with 
proper sewerage from Court House, as 
well as plumbing connections; stationary 
wash bowls or basins in all offices and 
jail connecting with a perfect system of 
plumbing and sewerage. 


Vault :—There shall be a Treasurer's 


and Recorder's vault of stouo or brick 
18 inches thick npon u solid foundation 
of masonry from the ground to the level 
of the floor and covered with No. G 
boiler iron; the top of the vault will 
have railroad (T rail) laid close; above 
that will be 18 inches of musonry ex- 
tending up to the joico and furnished 
with Hall & Oo.'s fire proof doors. The 
Treasurer's part to be separated by a 4 
inch partition o! brick; said vault to be 
8xlG feet in the clear with 4 feet 8 
inches in the clear out off for Treas- 
urer's use.
